“This has sounded quite an optim- 
istic note in the cattle situation at the 
present time,” remarked John eid, 
secretary of the Calgary Livestock ex- 
change, “and there are some etsck- 
men who believe that by taking cattle 
out to nearby farms, even at the $5.50, 
they could make ‘money.

) {ENGLAND PLEASED © 


WITH THE RESULT 
OF CONFERENCE 


Washington, Dec, 2—Great Britain 
is likely to find herself the one na- 
tion that’ will be completely satisfied 
by the results ofthe present, confer- 
ence; that is because her objects: in 
entering the conference were so simple 
and so clear.” 

This statement was made to 
group of Canadian’ newspapermen to- 
night by a representative of the British 
delegition to the Washington confer- 
ence, During the course of the inter- 
view this spokesman, who occupies a 
high position in the British official 
party, gave a very clear exposition of 
the British Empire's position in regard 
to the conference, The British objects 
in entering the conference, he said, 
were: 

“First--To aid in the prevention of 
a possible conflict between Japan. and 
the United States. 

“Second—-Determination to cement 
the Anglo-American friendship.” 

The objects were so simple that some 
of the representatives of other nations 
appeared to find it difficult to under- 
stand the British attitude, he said, 

There was an {idea that the British 
had some selfish interest to serve and 
consequently in some quarters they 
had been regarded as “deep” and 
“subtle.” But it was gradually being 
revealed to the world that the Brit- 
ish Empire had no axe to grind in 
connection with any of the questions 
that are being dealt with at’ the con- 
ference. The British position he em- 
phasized is entirely free from self-in- 
terest or ulterior motives. The Em- 
pire stands ready to aid any move 
which will make for the peace of the 
world, and as the successful outcome 
of the conference would be a mighty 
step in that direction, the British 
were gladly cooperating with the other 
nations in the effort to achieve suc- 
cess. 

The cementing of the friendship be- 
tween Japan and the United States 
would be the greatest possible preven- 
tative of war, this spokesman contin- 
ued. To a great extent the destiny of 
the world lay in the hands of the two 
great English speaking peoples. Can- 
ada had played an important part in 
promoting the spirit of goodwill be- 
tween the old country and the United 
States, as she stood in the position of 
interpreter of the one to the other, 
Out of the present conference, he 
believed, would come a Closer senti- 
ment of friendship between the two 
countries and this should prove one of 
its greatest Beets to mankind.

|SHANDRO’S SEAT IS 


_ DECLARED VACANT — 


That the ‘election of | Andrew S. 
;Shandro by acclamation to represent 
“the provincial constituency of Whit- 
ford be declared null and yoid was the 
judgment of Mr, Justice Walsh, -hand- 
ed down in the supreme court here, on 
'Wriday evening. By this decision, Mr. 
Shandro ig unseated and a.new elec- 
tion will be in order. 

The judgment of the learned Justice 
declares that the returning officer orr- 
ed in rejecting the nomination papers 
of Chornohous and characterized his 
efforts as a deliberate attempt to pre- 
sent the Whitford seat to Shandro. 

In his finding in the case Mr. Justice 
Walsh holds that Chornohous was ac- 
tually nominated under the original 
papers presented by Bontellier, his 
agent, to the returning officer, even 
though the papers did not contain the 
addresses and occupations of the nom- 
inators and that these papers were 
not actually withdrawn when the elec- 
tion agent offered to rectify the over- 
sight. He also holds that notwith- 
standing the rejection of the new nom- 
inations on the technicality of the 
mis-spelling of Chornohous’ name this 
man wags properly nominated:

Whenever delay, or. mis-delivery of 
a letter occurs, the sender or the ad- 
dressee is prone to adversely criticize 
the post office. Frequently, however, 
the delay or misdelivery is due to the 
carelessness of the public in failing to 
properly address the mail matter in 
question. 

During three days last month, 128,- 
300 pieces of incorrectly and insuffi- 
ciently addressed mail matter was 
handled at 55 of the large post offices. 
This is a daily average of 42,800 for 
the 55 offices, or at the rate of 16,- 
000,000 for the year of 365 days, Think 
of the number of postal clerks engaged 
in handling this misdirected mail, who 
could, if the general public were more 
careful, be used to give better service 
in other lines! : i 

Much trouble is due to the careless 
writing, to the use of a pencil in writ- 
ing the address, and to failure to give 
-the proper street address or to keep 
mailing lists up to date. 

With the Christmas season at hand, 
bringing immense quantities of mail to 
be dealt with, it will be necessary that 
the public adopt more careful methods 
in the preparation of its mail matter, 
if the daily: average of misdirected 
mail is not to amount to such an over- 
whelming figure. 

In this connection the following 
points to be observed are pointed out: 

Prepay postage fully. 

Address plainly and fully. 

Place name and address of sender 
on all mail matter. 

Carefully pack and wrap all articles 
sent by parcel post, but do not seal 
the parecls as sealed parcels dre 
subject to the letter rate of postage. 

Mail Christmas parcels, early, 

Insure valuable parcels.

But he' did not make any 
‘| friends while doing 80, and this ‘may 
account for some of the animosity 
shown. The collections of these ar- 
rears cost us in commissions, postage, 
etc., $740.00., On the other hand this 
amount of money coming in ‘at the 
time it did, enabled us in 1920 to keep 
our account at the bank under current 
expenditure, and we obtained interest
